The exterior and interior was 
beautiful, Plastering, thoush

Throughout the remainder of 
my travels thropgh war torn 
China, I came acrosa ample 
evidence of what could be done 
with these aimple materials. 

Houses, walla, atreets and 
roads over which heavy traffic 
pasaed, were common, though, 
it was true that In the con- 
struction of o new railway 
bridge over a gorge at one 
point, cement and iron bars 
were being used. This I think 
was because the cement dried 
quicker, enabling an urgently 
needed gpur Hne to be hurried 
as a military necessity.

inga, my thoughts veered to 
thexe xolld structures I had 
seen in’ China.

Iron rods, cement and varnish 
are Imported from abroad where 
for their

suggestion ta radical and that 
Tam not a qualified engineer or 
architect, but, | merely saw 
what has been dene and wonder 
why the Baume methods could 
not he employed here.
